Parsons, Kas., Feb. 22.—Four mem­ 
bers of the Clavis gang of Oklahoma, 
desperadoes were found guilty in tho 
Oklahoma federal court in Muskogee 
Saturday morning for conspiracy to 
delay the United States mail in the 
holdup of Katy passenger train No. 9 
at Wirth, Ok., October 28, 1912, when 
$7,000 wras stolen after the safe in a 
baggage car had been dynamited. Sat­ 
urday’s Parsons Sun says: 
Word of the conviction was com­ 
municated 
to 
the 
road’s 
special 
agent’s officer, C. E. Lee, chief spe­ 
cial agent, stationed here, and offi­ 
cers under him pressed the prosecu­ 
tion relentlessly after the train rob­ 
bery, in spite of threats against their 
lives and lack of co-operation by lo­ 
cal officers in Oklahoma, wrho feared 
the bandits. 
Record Robbery Conviction. 
Officers say the termination of the 
case is one of the biggest convictions 
of train robbers ever made in Okla­ 
homa. 
From the time the railroad officers 
took the case more than two years 
ago, until the trial ended last night, 
every conceivable force was brought 
to bear to free the men against whom 
the 
evidence 
seemed 
conclusive. 
There were intimations that court of­ 
ficials had been intimidated at a pre­ 
vious trial in Oklahoma and had al­ 
lowed the men to go free that time 
on perjured testimony. 
The four men bore reputations as 
being dangerous in Oklahoma, and at 
the trial this week in ?duskogee they 
wrere searched 
for 
weapons 
every 
time they were brought 
into 
the 
court room, spectators 
who 
might 
have sympathized 
with 
them 
and 
started trouble were kept back under 
a special force of officers, and even 
w’omen relatives of the prisoners who 
came 
into 
the 
court 
room 
were 
searched 
for 
weapons before they 
were allowed to enter. 
Hodup Was Sensational. 
The holdup and robbery of No. 9 
at Wirth was attended with all the 
thrills of the most sensational old- 
time train robbery. 
The 
engineer, 
looking 
ahead 
through the night from his cab, per­ 
ceived a bridge on fire. 
He stopped 
the train and the. train crew took 
buckets of water up the track to ex­ 
tinguish the fire. 
While they were 
at work at the bridge and the passen­ 
gers were waiting four men armed 
with W inchester rifles emerged from 
underbrush at the side of (he road, 
where they had been hidden. 
They 
all had handkerchiefs tied over their 
faces for masks. 
W ith the rifles the crew was com­ 
pelled to stand back, and two bag­ 
gage cars and a mail car were cut off 
from the rest of the train. 
The robbers ordered that the en­ 
gine and three cars be run on up the 
track across the burning bridge. The 
structure was crossed without acci- 
’dent. 
On the other side of the bridge 
they stopped and dynamited the ex­ 
press safe, 
.^even thousand dollars 
in $1 and $2 bills, which was being 
shipped, 
were 
taken. 
The robbers 
fled. 
Robbers Fled on Horses. 
Railroad officers hastened to the 
scene from Parsons in a special made 
up of an engine and a caboose. 
They 
found the trail of the robbers, where 
they had ridden awray on horseback 
and traced them about 
two 
miles 
south of W irth. 
There the trail w^as 
lost. 
Through private sources the offi­ 
cers obtained information that caused 
them to suspect the Davis gang. After 
several days Joe Davis, “Buck” Baud- 
holf and Bob W ortham were arrested 
in Blocker, Ok. 
On that occasion 
they were released, however, because 
the evidence was insufficient. 
The 
fourth member of the party had not 
been found at that time. 
The investigation 
proceeded 
and 
after several months Fred Spess, alias 
Tom Spencer, the fourth man who 
was sought, was found working on a 
ranch in the Glover creek region. 
The officers found in th at vicinity 
that several hundred $1 and $2 bills 
of the same issue taken in the train 
robbery had been passed. 
Complaints were filed against Spess 
and the other three, and all four were 
placed under arrest. 
Their trial on 
that ocasion took place in a branch 
of the Oklahoma district

31 to April 2, 1913, and resulted in 
the acquittal of the four defendants.
